Washington, Dec. 5—Congress 
is 


now in an unique plight. 
Unless 


there is an agreement by both houses 
of congress to adjourn the 
present 


session before noon Monday, 
when 


the regular session begins, all nomi- 
nations must fail, and if the present 
special session ends by limitations, 
thus preventing the president 
from 


sending recess appointments to the 
senate, all pending recess appoint- 
ments must terminate with the con- 
vening of congress 
in its 
regular 


session. These considerations 
furn- 


ished the incentive for a number of 
conferences looking to an agreement 
to adjourn on Monday in order 
to 


permit the president to send m re- 
cess appointments to the senate. 


The friends of General Wood are 


vitally interested and will try to brinr, 
about adjournment by concurrent ac- 
tion. Failure of action would mean 
General Wood's reversion to the rank 
of brigadier general and have simi- 
lar effect on the appointments of 1C" 
army officers, advanced by reason of 
General Wood's 
promotion, all of 


•whom have assumed the ranks and 
pay of their new appointments in the 
name manner as though their nomina- 
tions had been confirmed by senate. 


The situation also has been can- 


vassed at the war department, and 
considerable alarm is felt over the 
disturbance that will occur regarding 
officers who were promoted in recess 
and whose rank depends on the pro- 
notion of General Wood and othet 
officers. 
Tn view of this situation, it 


is possible that the administration 
will suggest sine die--adjournment. 
One reason given by the leaders of 
the bpuse for not passing a resolution 
of adjournment was that it would be 
a discourtesy to the president to ad- 
journ a called session without com- 
pleting the work for which it wa< 
convened. 
Members of the senate 


say they were ready to adjourn 10 
days ago. and a resolution of adjourn- 
ment probably would have been sent 
to the houso if it had not been report- 
ed and not denied that the house 
•would not give consideration to a res- 
«lution of adjournment. 


May Audit Wood's Accounts. 


Washington. Dec. 5. — The senate 


military affairs committee, which is 
Investigating the nomination of Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood to be a major 
general, has under consideration the 
question of summoning: several wit- 
nesses to testify as to the condition 
«f General Wood's Santiago accounts 
for 1898. It is said that these wit- 
nesses will declare that when the ac- 
counts were first audited they were 
found to be in a condition which was 
afterward excused by the war depart- 
ment as justifiable because made fol- 
lowing war. when everything was in 
a state of chaos. It is said that Sen 
ator Hanna will contend that the re- 
auditing of General Wood's accounts 
furnishes a precedent for the re-aud- 
iting of Major Rathbone's accounts. 
for the reason that the latter were 
prepared under identical conditions.

The raid by the government atgems 


was successfully carried out in the 
neighboring town of Revere 'wheu 
three men, all said to be well known 
counterfeiters, were arrested and an 
extensive plant and an enormous sup- 
ply of ppper for printing notes was 
confiscated. The government officers 
stated that there was paper enough in 
the house where the raid took place 
to print more than a million dollars' 
worth of notes, while the plates ami 
handpresses were of the finest work- 
manship 
The men arrested 
w>rc 


John Davip, Joseph Boumenblitt and 
Moses Novak, and it is understood 
that the government made 
seven 


simultaneous arrests in or near New 
York. 


It is believed, however, that New 


York parties were behind the plot 
which was exposed in Revere, ami 
the 
counterfeiting is said to have 


been carried on either in that city or 
in Newark before a portion of the 
pang came to this city. Xovak. or 
Frankel, as he was known in Re 
vere. came from New York about tvu 
months ago. accompanied by a wom- 
an, and hired a house. Soon after he 
took possession the authorities in

Administration for Macedonia alotu 
the lines observed in tho present gov- 
ernment of Crete may result 
from 


negotiations of the powers. 


With purpose ot pivvontint; another 


Macedonian uprising in the spring, at- 
tended by unspeakable horrors and 
the danger of a war between Turkey 
and Bulgaria as a consequence. Rus- 
sia and Austria have proposed to the 
other powers that Immediate steps bo 
taken to put into operation a plan 
which, in its general outline, resem- 
bles that now enforced in Crete. This 
proposal is the result of the accept- 
ance In principle by the sultan three 
days ago of the Russo-Austrlan note 
concerning 
reforms 
in Macedonia, 


which was submitted to the 
porte 


after the recent conference between 
Czar Nicholas and Emperor Francis 
Joseph. 


To what extent each power will 


participate in tho organization of an 
international 
gendarmerie 
to 
bo 


formed for the presentation of order, 
and which iKnwr will be placed In 
supreme command of the 
gendar- 


merie, as well as other details, must 
be settled by the negotiations be- 
tween the powers. 
This proposal of 


the two powers dissipates tue appre- 
hension which has prevailed In diplo- 
matic circles on the continent that 
Russia and Austria were arranging a 
settlement of the Macedonian ques- 
tion in a way to insure their own in- 
terests. It is authoritatively stated 
that the powers will this time unito 
in the appointment of a Christian gov- 
ernor of Macedonia. While it Is In- 
tended that the Christians shall be 
protected, there Is also a determina- 
tion that equal protection shall be ac- 
corded the Mussulmans. All the pow- 
ers concerned are anxious to settle 
the difficulties in the Balkans so that 
they can no longer menace the peace 
of Europe. 


How the RuBso-Aiistrian proposal 


will be received by the powers Is not 
known, as its presentation has only 
just 
occurred. 
It 
'IK believe], how- 


ever, that it will be acceptable to 
France, Italy and Great Britain, but 
that it is likely to be opposed by Ger- 
many. 
Though this proposed action 


will be another step toward tho sep- 
aration of Macedonia and 
Turkey, 


there is nothing in the proposal to In- 
dicate that the powers have any In 
teution of weakening Turkish owner- 
shin of the territory.
